Composts and Conservation 

The front page inaert in the 
Northfield Press of November 26, 
concerning the folly of burning the 
fallen leaves iv clearing up the 
yards for winter, was timely and 
especially {mportant to Northfield 
people to whom the disposal of 
dead leaves is an annual problem. 
The article, copled from the New 
York Heratd Tribune, ‘states that 
90 per cent of the value of the 
leaves is destroyed when burned, 
while all of the organic content 
can be conserved if they are mixed 
with the top soil and animal] man- 
ure and thrown into the compost 
heap which every thrifty gardener 
accumulates in an inconspicuous 
place. 


A good time to start a compost 
heap is in the sprimg, by waking a 
bin without a bottom, approximate 
ly three to five feet high, and four 
by six feet, ground measurements, 
boxed in by second hand boards 
and supported by stakes. Into this 
should go the nicely rotted winter 
covering of one's flower beds and 
shrubs, whether leaves, pine need- 
les, or straw, mixed with top soil. 
If one keeps hens, the weekly 
scrapings from the dropping boards 
containing sawdust or ashes, make 
a valuable alternate layer, not for- 
getting the dried pea and bean 
vines with their nitrogen-forming 
nodules, vegetable tops and fn fact 
many biproducts of the kitchen 
which can’t ibe used by the hens 
or animals about the place. Lime 
should be added from time to time 
and the whole mixture stirred up 
as it will be found to be soggy 
from the rain. Soot from stoves 
or furnace pipes is a valuable ad- 
dition and, best of all, the fallen 
leaves in October. If weeds are 
thrown on the heap, seeds should 
first be burned, and that goes for 
corn stubble, with its merace of 
borers. 

The. compost heap need not be 
unsightly, for it can be placed in 
a convenient place in the back 
yard and screened from the passer- 
by with tall sunflowers, while fast- 
growing squash vines will seek its 
nourishment and completely cover | 
it with a fine yield of squashes.

Synthetic Resin Now Aids 


In Adding to Paper Supnly 

Through the use of a synthetic 
resin) which imparts unusual 
strength to paper, vast amounts o/ 
wood which have been of little use 
in the production of paper can now 
be added to the nation’s critica’ 
supply of satisfactory pulo timber 
according to scientists at the na 
tional bureau of standard-. 

Deciduous wocds such as the 
maple, beech. birch or pcnlar have 
until now been used only as ‘filler’ 
fn the manufacture of high grade 
printing paper. In 1946, for ex: 
ample, wood of this type accounted 
for only 16 per cent of the pulp con- 
sumed and in inventory at the enc 
of the year. 

No matter how desirable the!r 
other characteristics may be, the 
deciduous woods do not develop the 
primary quality of strength and ro. 
sistance to surface pick in the us. 
ual methods of processing. Tke dc- 
velopment of strength through the 
use of the synthetic resin, mela- 
mine-formaldehyde, may have the 
effect of increasing the use of the 
short-fibered pulps by as much as
